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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument offered by the Applicant with 
regard to currently amended claims have been addressed sufficiently in the Examiner's Final Office Action. Examiner still remains position 
that prior art meet the claimed limitation. For the sake of argument, even if the applicant is correct about Yamamoto failed to teach a reset 
signal when a comparison signal reaches a threshold level, applicant used an alternate term "or" in claims. This means that Yamamoto 
only has to meet one condition from two. For example, claim 1 claims a comparator provide a second signal based on comparing first and 
second samples of the comparison signal when the comparison signal is below a threshold level (condition 1); or provide a reset signal 
when the comparison signal reaches the threshold level (condition 2).
